Edmund and Dorcas Hector had ten sons and two daughters ... Ann the youngest was baptized on 6 
Apl. 1686 at St Mary's Lichfield and married there on 11 June 1706 to Henry Boylston. Mrs. Dorcas 
Hector in her will mentions her grandson, George Boylston. There was a Richard Boylston, an 
apothecary, who left Lichfield and settled in Digbeth, Birmingham, in the early part of the 
eighteenth century. There was a Henry Boylston, Junior Bailiff of Lichfield in 1652, and Senior 
Bailiff in 1661, 1667, and 1676, a George Boylston, Junior Bailiff in 1691, and a Henry Boylston, 
Sheriff in 1712.
